I Canada and play heavy metallic crust. They formed I 
in 2004 after thedisband of HELLBOUND. They I 
I have currently released three EP’s and a fuD length [ 
I album called “Relentless Onslaught” on The Total I 
] End Records and will embark on an Eastern I 
I European tour in May 2008. The following I 
I interview was conducted with Janick (vocals) and 1 
I Jason (guitar) via email. 

1 Can you give us some history to the band? I 
When did AFTER THE BOMBS start? Who 
plays what? What happened to | 
HELLBOUND? 

I Jason: AFTER THE BOMBS started January 2004, 1 
I HELLBOUND had not practiced in several I 
I months, a few of us wanted to move in a different 
I direction. Stian joined and at that point it was: 

I Janick- vocals, Jason-guitar, Stian-guitar, josh-bass I 
1 and Clint-drums. Stian left the band in 2006 after I 
I the west coast tour to go back to Norway so it’s I 
now Matt Strong from ANOTHER OPPRESSIVE | 
SYSTEM playing guitar. 

Did you start AFTER THE BOMBS with the I 
set idea of specifically wanting to play metallic I 
crust? Apart from the obvious influences of | 
AMEBIX, SACRILEGE, AXEGRINDER etc, f 
what other bands influence AFTER THE | 
BOMBS? 

I Jason: I think the idea when we started was to play I 
I something similar to S.D.S, Janick changed her 
vocal style a little. Stian added a lot of speed picking 
I not just metal style but a lot of 80’s Norwegian 
hardcore like SO MUCH HATE, KAFKA 
PROCESS, BARN AV REGNBUEN who used 


really fast guitar style. We also owe much to I 
SACRILEGE, ONSLAUGHT, DEATH SIDE and | 
ANTISECT. 

Who writes the lyrics? Are they written by one I 
I member or is it a collective effort? 

I Janick: 1 write all the lyrics., as the other are | 
1 illiterate ahhaa. 

Both the “Spoils Of War” and “Bloody I 
Aftermath” EP’s were released around the same 
time. Are the songs on both the EP’s part of the 
same recording session? What about the | 
j “Relentless Onslaught” album? 

I Jason: We did two recording sessions around the I 
| same time, we did the 12” in a fancy studio two 
hours outside Montreal in March 2006 and we did a 
digital recording in a scummy basement for the two 
EP’s in April 2006. Both were fun for different | 
reasons!! 

I Can you tell us about the new album I 
“Relentless Onslaught”? Are you happy with 
I how it turned out? What kind of response have 
you been getting? 

Janick: Yes we are very pleased with it.. We had so I 
] much troubles with the mix and releasing it due to 
j some fucker that screwed us over., but at the end it 
all came out pretty good. The responce is pretty 
amazing I didn’t think it would sell out so fast.. 
Your records always come packaged with great 
looking artwork. How did you get involved with 
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Rat Grinder who did the “Spoils Of War” and 
“Bloody Aftermath” EP’s and Marald who did 
the “Relentless Onslaught” LP? What is it that | 
I you like about Rat and Marald’s artwork? 

I Jason: RAT GRINDER got in touch with us, we I 
1 checked out his artwork and were all blown away. 
Really old school MID style he draws with an 80’s 
mindset. MARALD is a real pro we contacted him 
cause he did a lot of artwork for our friends 
(STATE OF FEAR, DEFORMED 
CONSCIENCE) and we really liked his work 1 
think the gatefold art is some of the best punk 
artwork l have ever seenHl 
You’ve all been involved in the DrY punk scene I 
for sometime now playing in numerous bands 
over the years like HELLBOUND, FIERCE 
etc. What is it that keeps you interested in the 
1 punk scene and playing in a DIY punk band? 

I Janick: For me punk is my life, punk music saved 
1 me if I can say that without sounding too cheesy., 
haha! I was very isolated and antisocial when I was 
young and punk just brought me a different oudook 
on life and how 1 wanted to live my own. It also 
provided me with an awesome group of friends 
which I consider my family.. . Maybe more than my 
actual family which I don’t really have any contact 


I with since I’m 10. Punk is raw, fierce and true and I 
that’s what I like about it. I can express myself I 
without being judged every ten seconds and people [ 
understand my feelings and thoughts way more 
than the average blokes. It’s easier to be who you 
want to be in the punk scene cause most of the 
people have been through rough times and | 

1 understand where you’re coming from. 

Do you get to play many gigs? Have you played I 
much outside of Montreal? Can you tell us | 

I about your forthcoming European tour in 2008? 

I Janick: Well after Stian moved back to Norway we j 
1 didn’t play a gig for one year...cause we had to find I 
another guitar player. WTien we did we had to teach j 
him all the old songs. Since then we have played a 
j few gigs here in Montreal and in the US (east and 
| west coast gigs). 

The tour in Europe is booked by Koppa from 
Agipunk and will take place in May 2008 in Italy, 

I Germany, Czech Republic, Poland and Austria. We 
are very excited about it! Thanx to Koppa and 
Agipunk for the great opportunity. 

I What’s the scene like in Montreal? Is there I 
1 many divisions in the Montreal punk scene? I 
What are some positive and negative aspects of 
the Montreal punk scene? 



Janie k: The scene in Montreal is good .. I think, 
.but of course there’s ups and downs and 
divisions... cliques if I can say., like everywhere and 
sometime I really despise it. But 1 can say that for I 
the past two years punks have been more together.. 

I mean we mix more styles together., like crust and 
IT punk rockers and oil It’s cool and I think it’s 
way better that way, there’s more people at shows 
and everyone benefit from it. Let’s hope it stays that I 
way... 

| Janick, you started the Katacombes venue in | 
Montreal. Can you tell us more about the 
Katacombes? When and why you started the 
venue? 

I Janick: Well T started Katacombes with my friend j 
Claudie after L’X our old venue was being kicked 
out of its local by the University’ of Quebec in 
Montreal in 2004, after seven years of operation. It 
took us two years and in November 2006, we finally 
opened the Katacombes. It’s an 18+ venue of 165 
capacities. There are also workshops and jam spaces 

[ on the second floor. I started Katacombes cause I 
can’t do anything else in life than work in the punk 

I scene and for the punk scene., ahhah! This is my 
life! I couldn’t picture myself working in a grocery 
store or in a restaurant after dedicating more than 
ten years of my life doing L’X. So I decided that the 
eviction of L’X was not going to stop me and I 
worked very hard with Claudie to open the 
Katacombes. It’s doing great. Bands that are 
planning on stopping in Montreal should definitely 
contact me.

I Jason: A lot of Japanese hardcore, AGE, CROW, 
EFFIGY. WORLD BURNS TO DEATH, DARK 
THRONE 1 like a lot of the newer metal bands like 


TOXIC HOLOCAUST and MIDNIGHT. As far 
as 80’s crust records, I think I IELLB AST ARD is a 
band that always gets overlooked but is awesome . 
The second SACRILEGE LP is a great record. 
DEVIATED INSTINCT' later stuff is very good | 
I slow crust. Too many good records in the 80”s!!!! 
Janick: SACRILEGE demos, new AGE LP, | 
CROW, WARCRY - Deprogram 2006 LP, 
CRIMINAL DAMAGE, WAR RIPPER, WORLD I 
BURNS TO DEATH... my favorite 80’s crust I 
records would be SACRILEGE demos and f 
“Behind The Realms Of Madness” LP, 
ANTISECT “Out From The Void” EP, ANTI I 
| SYSTEM “Take A Look At Life” LP, DEVIATED 
! INSTINCT, HE1XBASTARD, HELLKRUSHER 
I “Buildings For The RiGh” LP, MISERY ‘Bom, I 
Fed, Slaughtered” EP and “Production Through 
Destruction” LP a classic not to be forgotten, 
BASTARD, NAUSEA... POISON IDEA (it’s not I 
a crust band but it’s definitely one of the most I 
brilliant band to ever existed!) 'fhere arc many many [ 
more but I’ll stop right here. . .haha!

A collectively run libertarian social centre 


About 

The Cowley Club is a members-run co-operative. As a 
co-operative, assets and control are placed into all 
members' hands, the idea being that those using the 
centre share the responsibilities and work that comes 
with running it Money was raised via a conventional | 
mortgage, loans from co-operative organisations, and 
loanstock (loans made by individuals on a five-year 
basis). The building purchase was completed in 
February 2002, then the lengthy renovation began. 
Much of the property was in disrepair and volunteers 
put in endless hours, learning skills as we went along. 
How is it run? 

Volunteers have organised themselves into groups to I 
take on various aspects of running the centre. There are 
collectives for the cafe, bookshop, kids club, cleaning, I 
finances, maintenance and entertainments. There are 
monthly general meetings for overall co-ordinating, and 
a management committee of 10 members for day to I 
day dealings. The work is organised to promote co- 
operation and self-organisation amongst equals. AU 
members are encouraged to get involved. Please note 
that the bar is a separate organisation, the 12 London 
Road Social Club. 

About the 12 London Road Social Club 

I The 12 London Road Social Club (12LRSC) is a I 

I separate organisation from the Cowley Club. It’s a 
private members club which runs the bar on the 
premises in the evenings, so if you want to come for a 
drink, or attend events in the evening, this is what you 
need to join. It too is a co-operative owned and 
controlled by its members and it depends upon I 
volunteers from the membership to run the bar and 
organise entertainments. The social club leases the cafe 
area in the evenings and events include: live music, I 
open mike nights, videos, talks, dj’s, and the occasional 
table- ft jotball tournament. Members who want to put 
something on can leave a message in the 
entertainments book behind the bar. Meeting dates for 
the entertainments group are openly displayed. The bar 

I is open most Sunday afternoons when sometimes 

1 members cook fund-raising dinners for causes in which 
they are involved. These dinners are advertised in 
advance. 

Why a private members club? 

Well it’s a lot easier to get a certificate to supply alcohol I 
in a private members dub than it is to get a licence to 
supply alcohol to the public. If you want to buy a 
building to open a public bar, you will generally have to 
buy premises which have already been used for the 
purpose. These are likely to be very expensive and 


anyway, we wanted a place that would be more than 
I just a bar. The private members option was simpler and 
more realistic. 

| About the Cowley Qub 

If you want to come to the bar, you need to join the 12 I 
I London Road Social Club (see above). If you want to 
be fully involved in running things, you can also join 
the Cowley Qub, which is the organisation that owns 
the building. To do so you must have been involved in 
the running of the social centre for three months. 
Members of political parties are not invited to join I 
because the values of die co-operative are based (in the f 
spirit of I larry Cowley) on self-responsibility', self-help, I 
equity, solidarity and grass-roots control outside the f 
influence of political party s and similar coercive j 
hierarchical groupings. This restriction does not apply | 
to members of trade unions. 

Who was Harry Cowley? 

Brightonian Harry Cowley was involved in grassroots 
[ social activism from the 1920s until his death in the 
1970s. He helped organise the unemployed, moved I 
| homeless families into squatted buildings after both 
world wars, was a key figure in confronting fascism 
1930s Brighton. He also campaigned for cheap food, 
mobilised pensioners, was invoked in running social 
events and social centres and generally organising I 
whatever was needed to provide practical aid for the 
poor and disadvantaged of the town. His actions were 
based in local neighbourhoods and outside political j 
parties. We have named the club after 1 larry to uphold 
this tradition of grassroots organising and class I 
solidarity. 

What is Radical Routes? 

'Hie Cowley Qub is a member of Radical Routes, a 
network stretching from Inverness to Cornwall of j 
collectively owned houses, workers co-ops, social 
centres and land projects. It supports radical co- 
operatives - those opposed to capitalist systems of I 
hierarchy, exploitation, and money as power. It 
supports co-operatives which are opposed to the 
I destruction of the environment, committed to a 
positive ecological outlook, and which support 
grassroots resistance to injustice

WARCRIMES are a relatively new band from 
Sheffield UK They play Scandi influenced D-beat raw | 
crust and share band members with B1CKLES CAB 
and THE SKIPLICKERS. I otiginaUy intended to | 
interview Pancho (vocals) but due to Pancho currently 
still crustin’ it up in Spain, Paul (drums) very kindly 
stepped in to answer the questions via email.. . 

Can you introduce the band? When and why 
WARC RIMES started? Who plays what? 

Well we started out originally in about 2005/6 I guess 
playing under the name FUELLED BY HATE. It was 
basically the same band but with a different bass player. 

| He left to tour with FLYBLOWN and we thought I 
| rather than carry on with the same set and just get a 
new bass player we’d sort of re-invent the band. We 
tuned down to C, started only playing D-beat and 
changed the name. The line up as WARCRIMES Is 
Paul on drums, Pancho vocals, Ben on guitar, Chris on 
guitar and Emma on bass. 

I would say musically your sound takes influences 
from Scandi D-beat crust as well as eighties UK 
crust. Would you agree and did you form 
WARCRIMES specifically to play this style of | 
crust? What bands have influenced WARCRIMES 
the most? 

We didn’t really set out to play a specific kind of music. 
We knew we wanted it to be pretty brutal and we knew 
we didn’t really want to fuck about with any emo-crust I 
bollocks. The kind of music we play is just sort of what 
came out at practice. As for influences I’d agree with 
you. We all love Scandi crust and 1 think that comes 
through in die sound. When you come down to 
specific bands it gets a bit harder to say. 


SKITSYSTEM, WOLFPACK, TOTALITAR, I 
SKITK1DS, so many Scandi bands it’s poindess to 
name them. Stuff from other countries too like STATE 
OF FEAR, SEVERED HEAD OF STATE, 
DISCLOSE, early FROM ASHES RISE. Obviously 
I being a British band stuff like DOOM, DISCHARGE, 
ICONS OF FILTH have all been a big influence. I 
I don’t think any British crust band can say they haven’t 
been influenced in some way by them. We could 
probably list bands all day but you gpt the idea. 

I Who writes the lyrics? Are they written by one I 
member or is it a collective effort? 

| Mosdy Pancho writes die lyrics. He sings era’ so I think 
I he feels more comfortable if he’s written em’ himself. I 
(Paul) write some as well though and 1 think Chris has 
I maybe done one or two. 

What are some of the issues you talk about in your 
songs? What’s the song “Spawn Like Maggots” 
about? 

1 can’t really answer for Pancho’s lyrics as he’s not here 
and I don’t want to misrepresent him or owt 
“Spawn Like Maggots” is about human kind and the 
way society is geared. It’s trying to point out how much 
I hate our society and the way we live. At the same time 
it’s supposed to draw a comparison between the way 
we are mistreated and in turn the way we mistreat 
animals. When it says “Spawn like maggots, spread like 
disease, trained like their pets to be milked like their 
cows”. It refers to people being bom, living, getting a 
state education then working. It’s supposed to point 
out with the animal references that it’s not just us that 
are used by the state. Every living thing is seen as a 
commodity to be used or exploited then discarded. 
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Hence the chorus, “Bom to be slaves to this fucking 
system”. 1 know it’s a cheesy lyric and it sounds a bit 
cliched but ! see it as true for people and animals alike. 

I hope that makes sense, I’m not great at explaining 
I lyrics. 

I What plans do you have for WARCRIMES? Are 
| you working on any new material? When can we 
expect some vinyl from WARCRIMES? 

Plans? buck. We don’t really have any. We have a shit I 
load of new material that we think is pretty good but 
I no money to record it and no money to press it We 
I want to do a tour round Europe sometime this year I 
1 maybe and Bri Doom at the linl2 Club has said he’ll 
record us when we get some cash together. Watch this 
space I suppose. 

Steve from VISIONS OF WAR has done some j 
artwork for the band. How did you get involved 
with Steve? Will he be doing anymore artwork for I 
WARCRIMES? 

Steve did the cover artwork for our demo CD which 
we also hope to put on some shirts. He is a mate of I 
Pancho’s and his artwork is so cool we asked him as 
soon the demo was recorded. He did it for a copy of I 
the CD and the promise of some beers which was 
fuckin’ sound of him. As for him doing some more, 1 
don’t know. I’d hope so cos his artwork is mint 
Some members of WARCRIMES also play in I 
BICKLES CAB. Would you say BICKLES CAB is 


your main focus and WARCRIMES is more of a 
side project or do both bands get equal priority? 

WARCRIMES definitely started out as a side project I 
but over time it’s become more than that. BICKLES 
CAB will always be the first band most of us were in 
but 1 hesitate to say it takes priority because I think that 
detracts from the effort that the other guys put into 
WARCRIMES. They are equally important to me. 
None of us play the same instrument in WARCRIMES j 
as we do in BICKLES CAB. That coupled with the fact 
that 1 think they are totally different kinds of music 
means we see them as separate bands each with their I 
own identity rather than one being an offshoot of the 
other. 

Do you get to play many gigs in the UK? I’ve seen 
you play a few times at the iinl2 Club? Any gigs 
happening in Sheffield? 

We play in Sheffield too often if I’m honest As you I 
say, the lint 2 Qub is always cool to play at We’ve 
played a few shows here and there Leeds, Boston, Hull 
places like that. Travelling is a big problem for us 
| because none of us has the means to transport five 
people plus equipment. It’s a bit shit really because 
we’d like to play more out of town shows 
You’ve toured Europe with BICKLES CAB. Any 
plans for a WARCRIMES European tour? 

Yeah. Like 1 said earlier, we want to do a tour this year I 
hopefully. We have to fit it round other bands, people

I Philippine D-beat/Crustcore Scene Report 

I This is by no means a complete report of what’s I 
| happening in our country these days. The bands 
I mentioned are those who're actively playing gigs 
I and doing records or a demo. It's certain that I’ve 
I forgot some bands, but that’s the way it is. Here's a 
I brief look at it: 

Philippines are a little group of islands in the I 
Pacific, just a little bit south of China. The country 
belongs to what the rich countries referred to as: I 
I third world countries. Which I think is true as our 
I economy is still fucking messed up. Political unrest 
1 still troubles the country, not to mention the ever 
I present communists and extremist groups’ threats. 

I We are said to be a democratic country, but that’s 
1 has been a lie for a few decades now'! This country 
I is fucked! 

I Let’s talk now about Punk and the scene we have. It | 
I is said that we have a punk scene since the mid-80’s 
| but that was obviously a very Sex Pistols and 
melodic punk inspired scene. We don't have a crust I 
band until about late to mid-90's. During the 80’s, 

I the so-called scene was dominated by Twisted Red 
I Cross Records and their ilk. Band-wise, I think the | 
I one that deserves a mention would be I.O.V. 
(INTOXICATED IN VIOLENCE or 
I something...) which play a more hardcore MINOR I 
I THREAT. They have a cassette called Another 
1 Destructive Century and believe it or not, it’s still 
playing on my player even if it’s thin now and weird 
I sounding! Most of the band during that era had 
I gone on to be rockstars or assholes. WUDS? Well, 

1 they're not really that good to start with and they’re 
worst now. CHAOS? Yeah their record is cool but 
the members are assholes! Crust started here when 
bands like early MORAL ROT and CESSATION 
I OF REPRESSION begun to terrorize the scene. 

] Crust and d-bear bands begun sprouting like 
TERROR RUST, DISOBEDIENCE, YALTA 
KANSALLE and a whole lot more including 
Lucena's very own ANTIPATHY. More have come 
I and go, but they definitely helped to solidify the 
I political crustcore scene here. This is also 
I augmented by a core of bands who toured or played 
gig here like CODE 13, CONTAINER 
I CRUSHES FROM HELL, S.O.L., CLUSTER 
| BOMB UNIT, VIVIS1CK and the latest WAR ALL 
'HIE TIME from UK. Here are the new bands 
I worth mentioning and needs a whole lot of support 
1 from the international scene. 

ADA or AGGRESSIVE DOG ATTACK is a 
band that formed during the late 80’s. They're 
playing noise/crust in the veins of, well, no one as it 


is hard to define we're they get the sound. I think 
ADA will forever sound like ADA. They've released 
a few cassettes as well as various tracks in numerous 
I compilations. Their latest release is a split with 
I Japanese noise mongers CARA V ANA 

ANARQUISTA (or are they really Japanese?) 

I They're still actively playing as much as they can and 
I as far as they can go. 

CO-ARSE is a band inspired by Japanese and I 
Swedish crustcore. Think SEVERED HEAD OF 
STATE drinking beer and playing together with I 
DISFEAR and you will imagine what CO-ARSE 
sounds like. They're also one of the most active 
bands around gig-wise. Members had been in such I 
great bands as LIE DETECTOR and BAD 
OMEN. They have a couple demos and a split with 
KURWA APARATA (although I’ve yet to see this 
one) plus a few songs on various compilations. 
Definitely a band you should all check out 
DISABUSE had been around since 1994 (although 1 
with a different name) and play Japanese hardcore I 
inspired crust with a whole d-beat influence. Think I 
BATTIK OF DISARM or something closer. 
Without a doubt one of my favorite band here in I 
our country. I think a couple demo had been 
produce by this band and a split with | 
PARKINSON. 

KILLRATIO had been compared to FROM I 
ASHES RISE a few times but I think they sound 
more like VICTIMS. They're also one of the coolest 
live acts around. A CDr EP was produced and I 
j think they're doing some new recordings. 

I VEX plays fuckin' noisy grind /crust in the veins of I 
I AGATHOCLES and others. This band is one of I 
the most genuinely nice guys around with a very’ I 
charismatic frontman! Just don’t get him near I 
lambanog because he will surely destroy it! Nice [ 
band and a cool drunk as fuck warriors! They have 
1 two demos now and a split with SEPTIC SEWER I 
and tracks on some compilations. Check them out I 
if you Hke noisy drunk ass punxl 
DEAD ON THE SPOT play d-beat inspired I 
grind crust with members from VEX and other I 
bands from Sampcore. The musk is pretty similar I 
to VEX but with more grinding d-beat attack. I 
think they have something out, 1 just don’t know I 
how to have a copy of it! 

ALCOHOLOCAUST was back after a very long I 
hiatus. Actually I’m not familiar of who’s in the 
band right now, but 1 can guarantee you that they 
play all out crust as fuck music. The only songs I 
got of them we’re on the Greetings form the 3rd 
World Compilation released a year or so ago. 





| SAMOK ESTADO plays d-beat with a strong I 
ANTI-PRODUCT influence. They’re actively I 
I playing gigs, but unfortunately I’ve yet to see them 
I play. Some said they’re like DISCHARGE mixed 
I with CONSUME, which I don’t doubt as I’ve heard 
I a few of their songs before. They have a demo out I 
I and are currently recording some songs for a | 
I compilation and another demo. 

I EXECUTION OF TERROR is another d beat I 
I crustcore band inspired by more or less the likes of I 
I NUCLEAR DEATH TERROR. Strong vocals and [ 
1 nice music mixed with thundering drums make this I 
I band one hell of a good live act! They’ve released a 
I demo and have some tracks on a compilation. 

I BEFALL play their very own Waraycrust This is I 
I crust music with lyrics in Waray. You should 
I definitely check this one out for a totally new crust 
I experience. Grinding crustcore with a local touch. I 
I like this band a lot. I think they’ve already 1 
I spearheaded their own genre as another Waraycrust 
I band had appeared and I’ll talk about them later. 

I I’m not sure if they have any demos out, but | 
I probably one is coming very soon. 

I SANGKAY is another Waraycrust in the veins of I 
I Befall! They seem to be newly formed with no [ 
I recordings yet. I hope they’ll make it to a rehearsal 


I studio to record something up for all of us hungry 
I crust maniacs. 

I PARACONFLICT is an anarcho / grindcrust I 
I band very much similar to PARKINSON from f 
I Malaysia. The sound is a culmination of the I 
1 members’ different influences which makes for one f 
I hell of a sound. The vocals are done in a growling 
I and screaming tradeoff which is pretty much a basic 
I grind formula. Plague with line-up changes during 
| their early years, they have now solidified the line up I 
I and 1 hope it will stay for good. I like this band for I 
I the politics and have. Ibey’re also been running for I 
I a long time now and had several releases until their I 
I belts. 

I GUERRA MUNDIAL play crust inspired d-beat I 
I attack. Unfortunately, I’ve never seen this band live 
I but having members from DISKONTENTO, I’m I 
I sure they’re not a bad band! Not sure of a record of I 
I demo in existence. Might want to ask them [ 
] yourselves. . . 

I SEDITION is define as a crustcore band and I 
mixes that with a bit of noisecort and you got 
music for chaos and destruction. I’ve seen them 
once and was not impressed due to a bad 
equipment. Give them good instrument and they 
I will make your ears bleed! 




I NOISE CONSPIRACY PROJECT plays I 
I grindcore. Some songs are political, some are 
I typical. Some of the members (or 1 think they all) 
le from CONDEMNED, so you would 
I definitely know where the politics of this band lay. 

I They have some demos under Condemned and 
I Noise Conspiracy Project, so check them out. 
MASTER TITAN is an anarcho-noisecore band. I 
They hail from our city, Lucena and one of the only 
| remaining underground band here. A demo and 
I some compilation tracks are available. They don't 
I play that much often now as 1 think most of them 
1 have been bitten by reality bug and realized that 
they have to raise a family and find a job. They 
rocked WAR ALL THE TIME, and they would | 

I rock you too. 

CHOKE COCOI is an all female brutal hardcore I 
I band, 'rhey are probably one of the most beloved 
I band around and would give you a performance 
1 that would definitely stay in your memory for a 
I while. 'Ihey have a split CD with URBANOS 
I available, so you should check them out as soon as 
you can. 

RELIGIOUS NIGHTMARE plays giindcrust. 
I've been into this band for a good 3 years now and I 
the ferocity still never ceases. They recently put out I 


a full length, so ask them out for a copy. Although 
they are not out and out political, some hints are 
there... 

CENSORSHIT is a hardcore/punk band from I 
Cavite. I’ve read them being described as an 
anarcho-punk band, but as I've never seen them nor 
I heard any of their releases 1 can say much. 

I There are more bands here into the political stuffs, I 
I but most of them haven't released any stuffs or I'm 
not familiar with them all. I especially don't include I 
bands from the south of the country as I seldom I 
heard any updates about them but I know there are f 
some good bands in there like ENDLESS 1 
PROTESTA, EXPLONTOl and SACRIFIX. 1 
would like to have regular contacts from there 
myself, so if you're reading this and you're from the 
Visayaz / Mindanao area, contact me... 

Here's the zines that are available around here: I 
Gian PeHgro / Putting Ina Mo zines are done by 
Kj. The zines mostly covers the punk and metal 
side of things but Kj loves grindcrust and d-beat the 
most. Gran Peligro has 4 issues and Putang Ina Mo 
had 9. He's currently working abroad, so I can’t give 
you an address for now. 

Infektcd Mind Zinc is another zine that covers I 
anything underground. 3 issues are done and a 4th 




is on the way. One of the most active zines around | 
and deserves the support you can give. 

Hoax Conflict is an anarcho-punk zine from 
I Lucena. Done by members of Master Titan, this 
zine had 4 issues out and a 5th one is long overdue. 
Don’t know when it will come out, but hopefully I 
someday soon. 

Papanzine is an anarcho-punk zine. 'I’hey have 1 
issue available and hard at work on the second one. 
The contents are typical and when reading the zine, 

I would leave you wanting more. A good zine 
though... 

Confront is the zine for you if you love d-beat and 
I grind. Done by the vocalist for both Vex and 
DOTS, this zine is one of the best around today. 

I two issues are available and he’s into trading too... 
Suckumbedxine is another one of the zines who 
covers mostly underground metal and punk music. 

3 issues out so far. 

1 Remember Halloween came from the ashes of I 
Slackcrbooger zine and the 1st issue is one hell of a 
good zine. Nice crisp lay-out and very readable. 
One of my current faves. 

Incidental Afterthought is a mix of personal I 
stories and band interviews. A nice and intelligent 
zine. No other zine came close to this when it came 


to originality. 

Major Malfunction is an edge zine with interviews, 
poems, reviews and articles. 7 issues are available I 
and it turned into a label too. 

Radikal Primates/S.O.R.E. Zinc are done by me I 
(Froi). Radikal is an anarcho-punk zine and had 8 
issues out so far, while S.O.R.E. is a new zine by me 
and Willie. It covers metal and punk music. 2 issues 
available. You can contact me for free copies and I 
do trades too.

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DISSYSTEMA are a fucking awesome d-beat raw 
crust band from Philadelphia, USA. The band has been 
around since 2002 and have released numerous records. 

I They currently have a new album called ‘The Silent 
| Earth” out now on Pinal Attempt Records. The 
following interview was conducted with Jay 
(vocals/ guitar) via email. 

I Can you give us some history to DISSYSTEMA? 

I When did the band start? Who plays what? 

I Jay: The band started as a side project in June of 2002 
I with me on bass, Steve on guitar and vocals, and Kevin 
oh drums. As our other bands came and went | 
DISSYSTEMA became our main focal point and 
remains that today. The current line up is me on guitar I 
I and vocals, Steve on guitar and vocals, Rob on bass and | 

I vocals, and Todd on drums. In my opinion this is the 
final lineup. It’s the best we’ve done so far... it re ally- 
feels like a family, and I just don’t think there would be 
another DISSYSTEMA after if someone were to leave | 
at this point. 

What’s the story behind the name? Where does the 
I name DISSYSTEMA come from? 

I Jay: Let’s be honest... It’s another “Dis” name. 

I DISSYSTEM didn’t seem to flow too well until we put I 
the accent with the “A” at the end. If it were to have an ] 

I official meaning it would be anti-system I suppose. 

The embodiment of every structure we are against 
I Infact to go against the grain of life. 

When you started did you have a set idea of what j 
DISSYSTEMA should sound like? What bands 
I would you list as influences? 

I Jay: Oh yeah... within the first 48 hours of coming I 
1 together as a band and recording the first demo we had | 
a set plan. Simple basic raw d-beat hardcore. Heavily 
| influenced by the DISASTER “Warcry” 

: LP DOOM... ANTI CIMEX. Very contrived and | 

not even meant to bring anything new to the genre. Its | 
just something we all love! 

What would you say is your main source of I 
| inspiration when it comes to the lyric writing? Who I 
writes the lyrics? Are they written by one member 
or is it a collective effort? 

I Jay: We all have input on the lyrics. It isn’t too often 


that we write at rehearsal, we all kind of come with 
different ideas and whatever fits here or there we put I 
together accordingly. Most of the time the song you 
hear each one of us sing, we had written entirety 
ourselves with occasional bits and pieces contributed 
from other members weather it be in the form of lyrics 
or music. I generally think we are all on the same wave 
length and have a common feel for what should come 
next so we really trust ourselves with this writing I 
j process. 

How would you describe the progression of the 
band? How has DISSYSTEMA changed since 
your earlier split releases with HOLOKAUST and I 
EARTH TODAY to your new album “The Silent 
Earth”? 

I }ay: Well honestly 1 think we change a little with every 
release, but I don’t think we’ve lost the main focus of 
| why we started in the first place. Since the earlier f 
recordings 1 think just out of habit we induced other 
influences. If you listen to the “Raw Punk Holocaust” 
demo tape and then jump to the HOLOKAUST and 
EARTH TODAY splits, you’re going to hear us branch 
out with a little more Japanese hardcore influence. With j 
each release vve add a new little twist We also love 
i bands like AXEGRINDER, early METALL1CA, I 
DEVIATED INSTINCT, a lot of Scandi Crust. And 
we can’t help letting those brilliant influences shape us 
a little each recording. 

I Can you tell us about your new album "The Silent 
Earth”? Why did you choose Final Attempt ] 
Records to release it as opposed to labels you’ve ] 
j worked with before like Putrid Frith Conspiracy 
and Despotic Records? 

Jay: Well let me first say cheers to both Despotic and j 
Putrid Filth.... Alan and Rodrigo arc both amazing cats 
I and we would most definitely work with them again at 
the drop of a hat. Final Attempt is run by one of our 
I best friends Brian.... and he really digs us a lot, he 
knows what we’re looking for and is just really into I 
doing the record, so its just a really comfortable move f 
for us. We’re not going to stay assigned to any one 
I particular label 1 don’t think. We want the chance to I 
I work with a lot of people. I’d love to work with Putrid 




and Despotic again and maybe we will again at one 
I point. We’re not really opposed to much of anything to I 
be honest. And its just amazing that so many different 
labels have taken an interest in us. We just released the 
Discography CD with Endless Brutality of Men in 
Mexico as well Also releasing records from so many 
different places just helps us expose ourselves to 
different parts of the world where we might otherwise I 
not be noticed. So it’s a really cool thing. 

How important is the artwork to the band? Would I 
| you say the artwork is as equally important as the 
music and lyrics? How did your involvement with 
Marald come about? What is it that you like about I 
Marald’s artwork? 

Jay: Most definitely the artwork is as important as the 
music and lyrics. 1 mean if you’re going to have any 
sort of visual to go along with your music it damn well f 
| better stand up to that music. And 1 think that has been 
what attracts us to Marald the most He has a way of I 
just expressing someones sound through some of the 
most brilliant and brutal imagery. Marald started 
working for us when Steve and ! were in ANOTHER 
OPPRESSIVE SYSTEM so it was only natural for us I 
to eventually bug him for DISSYSTEMA art as well. 1 


think we’ve aD been fans of him since be did the art for 
| DEFORMED CONSCIENCE and STATE OF 
[ ; EAR back in the mid 90’s. And both those bands 
I come from our same stomping grounds in Connecticut, 

I so 1 guess really the circle was meant to be complete in 
such a way. 

Do members of DISSYSTEMA play in any other I 
bands? Are you and Steve still playing in 
ANOTHER OPPRESSIVE SYSTEM? 

I Jay: At one point DISSYSTEMA was without a I 
I drummer so I switched to drums, Steve to bass, and 
Rob to guitar and vocals... and we started 
NlGirri ; ALL....def»nate)y more in the vein of the 
| initial intention of DISSYSTEMA, just with a more I 
I noise oriented Japanese raw punk feeL And we still do I 
1 that now- as a side project Unfortunately the days of I 
ANOTHER OPPRESSIVE SYSTEM are over I 
permanently. But onward and upwards if you know I 
what 1 mean. Steve was playing in VIOLATION for a I 
bit with Denise and Mick (previously of AOS), as well I 
as a new project he has started with members from NO I 
SANCTUARY. Todd is playing drums for LOST I 
CAUSE and bass for 1 I LATE THIS. .And Rob also | 
does guitar and vocal duties for SPG. 




How did you get involved with the DOOM tribute 
album? What made you decide to cover “Lost The | 
j Fight”? Are you big DOOM fans? 

I Jay: Basically Jos from Helvetet just e-mailed us and I 
asked us to be a part of it. And fuck yeah we all love 
DOOM, so it was a hell of an honor to be a part of a | 
tribute to them. At first we were dumbfounded at the 
idea of having to narrow it down to one song. . . 1 mean 
there are so many great and classic rippers. I threw on 
the HIATUS split 7” at one point for kicks and the 
song just jumped out and slapped me in the face. We 
recorded it along with the four tracks for the Despotic 
EP and realized it was basically in the same vein as j 
| what we were doing at the time so it couldn't have 
j worked out better. 

What is it like living in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 
as far as the scene is concerned? Any cool bands, 
zines etc we should know about? 

Jay: 1 actually live a little outside of the city in New I 
Jersey, but spend a great deal of time in Philly. 
Disgraceland is the absolute best D1Y space around 
and l think I HATE THIS is probably my favorite local j 
band at the moment The Puppy Mill is a house venue 
run by our friend Hazel, and the shows there are always 
a blast. There is a number of great vegan /vegetarian 
places to eat that all touring bands should check out: I 
Govindas, Giannas (vegan cheesesteaks). Kingdom of I 
Vegetarians, New Harmony (vegan Chinese/ Japanese), f 
and a number of other great independent places. All 
I cities can get a little over bearing, but all in all its a j 
pretty happening place. Show attendance could be 
better, but we're trying. Just some more than others. 

I You recently toured the West Coast. How did it I 
go? What were the best gigs and most memorable 


moments of the tour? 

I Jay: The west coast was fucking wonderful. Alan from 
Despotic drove us around and just gave us the best 
rime we could have hoped for. Most of die shows were 
fucking raging as hell! It was my first rime touring, 
flying and being on the west coast, so the experience 
I really blew me away. A constant fucking party and we 
all s unrived, so shit, can you really ask for anything 
better? Best gigs? Probably the two nights in Portland , 
Oregon. The house show there the first night was 
intense as hell, those Portlanders really know how’ to 
fucking rage man. Excellent rime. 

| Where and when do you plan to tour next? Any 
chance of a DISSYSTEMA European tour? 

I Jay: Well no plans are confirmed yet In June of 2008 
| we’ll be doing a handful of east coast shows writh 
1 AGAINST EMPIRE from the west coast. But aside 
from that a decent stint in Canada would be nice, and 
I provided we can all get die rime off from work and the 
proper funds up, Europe is next. 

Any last comments? Anything else you want to I 
say? What's next for DISSYSTEMA? 

Jay: Thanks a million for the interview. Watch out for 
‘'The Silent Earth” in 2008 and just look for us on the 
! road somewhere.

Dimwit is a very impressive looking hardcore crust 
punk zinc from France. Sadly I can’t read much of it as 
most of the zine is written in French apart from the 
interviews with the French DIY label Vendredi 13 and 
zine editor Helene Thomas from the French punk zinc 
Perspective. The rest of die zine includes interviews 
with NO REST who are a Brazilian hardcore crust 
j band, a fucking huge interview 7 with French thrashcore 
band HOLY FUCKIN SHIT and La Petrolfuse which 
is a counterculture and radical bookstore in France. 
There’s also a SUGARTOWN CABARET and | 
I/HOMME PUMA tour report, vegetarian recipes, 
some political commentary and zine and music reviews.
